Tweive 
of them were. taken to the Vassar 
end General hospitals, most of them 
suffering from fractured arms anda 
less,

The entire school body had been 
grouped by Superintendent of Schools 
Shear and Schuyler Fox, superintend- 
ent of the high school, and == were 
looking at the camera when the crash 
came, Messrs. Shears and Fox wert 
‘bfanditig beside the photographer.

Ottawa, Sept. 17-——-Another slightly 
upward move in the cost of living is 
indicated in the record of wholesale 
prices during August gathered by the 
department of labor. The index num- 
ber for 270 articles was 136.2, com- | 
pared with 135.9 in July, In August | 
a@ year ago it was only 133.3 

The advance was due to higher 
prices in grains and fodder, eggs, po- 
tatoes, wool, jute, calf skins, lead and 
anthracite coal, At the same time 
tehre were somewhat lower prices for 
cattle, beef, butter, trout, white fish, 
coffee, shelter, benzine, rubber and few 
other articles. Comparing the month 
with a year ago, the chief increases 
are among animals and meats and 
the chief decreases among grains and 
fodderss~ t 

In retail prices there was a general | 
advance in eggs and butter, and in, 
certain meats. Rents were down: 
somewhat sharply in several Western |

The act covers “lows, timber, 
ties, bolts, staves, posts, tanbark 
wood,” and when it speaks of “ic 
or services,” it refers to cutting 
ding, felling, hauling, sealing 
ing, driving, running, rafting or boorm- 
sng and “any work done by 
blacksmiths, artisans and others 
usnally employed in connection there- 
with, whether performed by wage 
earners or others." 

Not only are the wages of the men 
cutting and handling the timber pro- 
cected, but also the clerks, timekeeps | 
ers, storekeepers, and everybody else | 
employed about the camp. No mat- 
ver what agreement an employer may 
aave with his men the act provides 
that the workman cannot forfeit: his; 
right to the lien. 

Workman Has First Claim. 

The act is in no way designed in 
restraint of trade and the lien 
matically ceases to exist unless the 
workman files his claim in the court 
within the period provided, 
usually thirty days after the 
have been performed. The 
man’s lien must be satisfied before 
all other claims except those of the 
Crown, The judge may dispense with 
the usual formalities and dispose 
a claim in chambers, at an 
sitting, provided proper notice is 
given.

SIR IAN HAMILTON 
MAY BE COMMANDER 
IN CHIEF IN INDIA 


Associated Press, 

London, Sept. 17-——-The Express un- 
derstands that General Sir lan Hain- 
ilton is being considered for the posi- 
tion of commander-in-chief in India, 
in succession to General Creagh, who 
retires in the spring. General Ham- 
ilton's probable selection, says the 
paper, will be due principally to the 
fact that the government is anxious 
to do away with the £10,000 a year, 
which they are obliged to pay out for 
the ridiculous post of inspector gen- 
eral of overseas forces, a post which 
both Lord Kitchener and the Duke 
of Connaught found it inadvisable to 
he id.

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PROVINCIAL GUARANTEE OF 
MUNICIPAL BONDS 

The Union of Alberta 
palities has proposed 
Provincial Government 
take the responsibility of approv 
ing and guaranteeing municipal 
bonds before these are offered for 
sale. 

The responsibility 
by no means nominal; and is not 
altogether confined to the finan- 
vial obligation which the Province 
would or might assume, Before 
approving the bonds the Govern 
ment would to determine 
whether the purpose which 
the money a 
proper one, and whether the mu 
nicipality was able to meet the 
added obligations without unduly 
burdening the tax-payers. In a 
country where village ex 
pects soon town

enough to understand where and 
how friction might arise between 
the municipal authorities and the 
supervising power, such as does 
not arise in an older country 
where the status of each commu 
nity is more fixed and where civie 
ambitions are less abounding,

As the prospective backer of the 
municipality, the Province would 
have to be admitted the right aud 
power to make inquiry as to how 
the proposed loan was to be spent, 
as to whether the municipality 
would assuredly be able to meet 
the obligation when due, and it 
might even require a voice in the 
carrying out of the enterprise for 
which the obligation was to be 
ineurred 

The advantages of the plan, to 
the smaller municipalities in par- 
ticular, are apparent. These mu 
nicipalities are now limited in 
practice to Canadian financiers 
and financial institutions as buy- 
ers of their bonds, and as there 
is comparatively little money 
available in Canada for municipal 
loans the interest demanded from 
them is correspondingly high, If 
such bonds were guaranteed by 
the Province it might be possible 
to lump issues of different mu- 
nicipalities together and dispose 
of the lot in the markets of 
Europe or the United States, the 
borrowers getting the benefit of 
the reduced rates there obtainable 
less the cost of the operation. 
The prospective benefits of the 
proposal vre certainly .attractive 
enough to warrant the careful 
study which has been promised by 
the Minister of Municipalities, 
aud a hope that means for carry- 
ing it into effect may be found 
practicable.

“NOTHING DOING"’ 


Vancouverites are somewhat 
disappointed that the naval con- 
ference which it was hoped would 
be held in their city this year is 
to be held in London, With other 
residents on the seaboard they 
realize very pointedly the de 
fenceless state of Canada’s west. 
ern coast-line, and—regardless of 
party afliliations—are desirous 
that a squadron be stationed there 
eapable of making some show of 
protecting their lives and prop- 
erty against the foe which they 
apprehend aay sume day appeat 
im the Pacific. It was their hope| 
bat if the naval conference were 


held in Vancouver the authorities 
would be impressed with the sit- 
uation as it appears to them, and 
that the outcome would be the 
establishment: of a naval station 
and a suitable squadron on the 
Pacific coast. 

The people of Vancouver and 
other points on the coast should, 
therefore, be interested in the 
following dispatch sent by the 
Toronto correspondent of the 
London Times to his paper on 
August 26th, Coming from iat 
source, and having been pub- 
lished in the Times, the dispatch 
cannot be discounted as the fic- 
tion of an enemy of the Borden 
Government, but may be taken as 
the official announcement of 
Premier Borden, through his 
esteemed friend and spokesman 
Sir J. S .Willison. The dispateh 
in part follows:

meeting should be held in the 
Canadian city. No indication is 
given that any of the Dominions 
objected. There is only one non 
consenting party, according »t« 
this statement from headquarters 
The Ministers at Ottawa ar 
piqued because the Senate refuse 
to assent to the abandonment o’ 
the Canadian naval policy, whiel 
would have brought a Canadiar 
squadron into existence on our 
Pacific coast. Before assenting te 
the change of policy the Senators 
demanded that the people o/ 
Canada be econsulted—the peopl 
of Vancouver and the other coas* 
cities included. This the Govern 
ment considers an affront, and by 
way of showing their displeasur 
the informally bu 
pointedly through ihe 
Times, that the meeting be- hele 
elsewhere than in Vancouver 
The people of that city will know 
therefore, on the best of author 
ity, to whom they owe the loss 0’ 
the opportunity to impress their 
views upon the naval authoritée 
of the Empire,
